In spite of everything which is be- 
ing done to unseat the ATberta Social 
Credit government, in spite of every- 
thing that has been done to misrepre- 
sent and distort the facts regarding 


Social Credit across Canada _ the 
Social Credit movement is stronger 
than it was in 1940. In fact it is 


stronger than it was in 1935 because 
it is the strength that is born of con- 
viction and not merely hope . 

You may ask how it is that, in view 
of all the opposition and the disap- 
pointments encountered by the Alber- 
to Government in its efforts to estab- 
lish a Social Credit economy, it can 
still enjoy such widespread support 
in the province. The reason is sim- 
ple. Apart from its courageous tight 
against the money powers, the pre- 
sent government of Alberta has a re- 
cord of administration which is pro- 
bably unique in Canadian history for 
honesty and efficiency. Here are 
some of the highlights of the Progress 


made by the government during its 
tenure of office. 
The Provincial debt has been re- 


duced from $158,000,000 to about $140, 
000,000, an average annual decrease 
of about $2,000,000, compared with an 
average increase of $8,000,000 during 
the five year period before it assum- 
ed office. 

The average annual 
has been cut from $26,00,000 to 24,000 
000 and the people have been given 
more social services than ever before, 
There has been practically no in- 
crease in the rate of provincial tax- 
ation except on larger corporations 
and in particluar the financial institu-

tions. 

Today Alberta leads all Canada in 
its health services. It provides free 
treatment for T. B. patients, free treat 
ment, X-Ray, radium or surgery for 


cancer; free treatment and training 
for infantile paralysis cases; free 
hospitalization for maternity cases, 


the only province in Canaqda to pro- 
vide this service. The number ot 
district nurses has been doubled and 
health units have been increased 
more than four times. 

In the field of education Alberta to- 
day is recognized as being in the van- 
guard, not only in Canada but on the 
North American continent. 

In Agriculture, the Government has 
systematically eliminated the poor 
stock in the province and built up 
high grade stock. Co-operative enter- 
prises have been encouraged and de- 
veloped and through the provincial 
marketing valuable assistance render- 
ed. The cost of farm implement 
parts has been forced down by the 
Government setting up an agency to 
sell farm implement parts at reason- 
able prices in competition with the 
machine companies and above all, the 
farmers of Alberta have enjoyed the 
most comprehensive and fair system 
of protective debt legislation in Can 
ada. 

On the evidence of the labor or- 
ganizations themselves, Alberta labor 
legislation is considered the best in 
Canada. Mr. Carl E, Berg, Vice-Pres- 
ident of Trade and Labor Council for 
Canada has stated “Alberta is singu- 
larly fortunate in having a Govern- 
ment that has done more to work for 
and with Labor than any other Gov- 
ernment in Canada.” 

These are a few of the many rea- 


sons why the government enjoys the 
confidence of the people of Alberta. 
Mr. Roper, in a radio address the 
other evening told his listeners that 
if Alberta elected a C. C. F. Govern- 
ment it would undo nothing already 
done by the Social Credit Government

increase and improve them. 
knowledges Alberta is getting 
government and all he has to offer is 
promises to carry on Social Credit 
achievements. If the C. C. F. plan is 
to carry on by using Social Credit 
principles which made things 
possible he might have some measure 
of success, but if he reverts to tne C. 
C. F. principles as laid down in the 
Regina and Toronto manifestos, the 
results will prove disastrous to Al- 
berta. Their plan for increased social 
services clearly outlined as a taxa 
tion scheme. 

We read in section II of the Regina 
Manifesto: “A new taxation policy 
not only to raise public revenues but 
also to lessen the glaring inequalities 
of income, and to provide funds for 
social services ... Wwe propose a 
drastic increase of income corporation 
and inheritance taxes.” 

Oppressive taxation is a financial 
device for human enslavement. It is 
a legalized form of dispossession 
which places the individual at the 
mercy of those controlling “the state” 
In an economy of abundance, organiz- 
ed on proper democractie lines, under 
which production is equitably distrib- 
uted, there is no need for punitive tax- 
ation and the aim should be a_ sub- 
stantial reduction in taxation.
